ed, even if his power and importance 
are not reeognixed ofiicially on the 
muster rolls of the paymaster. 


Tim was a small, bandy-legged, lo- 


quacious Celt, a good soldier, if not 
pretty one. Ho lirHt, took the oath of 
allegiance to Uncle Sara in Pittsburgh, 
I'a., during the stirring days of there 
bellion, under circumstances that were 
as amusing as they were fortunate for 
Mr. Maher.

In other lines of this 
form a request is mudc, in the same 
six languages, that the Under will 
write clearly the exact place where, 
and date when, any bottle was picked 
up. and by whom, and then forward it 
to the hydrographic office at Wash- 
ington, or to any of our consulates 
nhroad. 
These bottles, of 
course, 


:lrift in the ocean currents. 
Some, are 


picked up soon after they are throw n 
overlx>ard. others drift for more than a 
year before l)eing recovered. They

Day after day these reports arc re- 


reived by (he. meteorological oftice; 
each one is acknowledged promptly, 
and then given to the staff of workers 
known as nautical experts.

the last day of every month is issued a 
chart on which appears all the infor- 
mation received during the month that 
has gone. The chart, then, contains 
review of t-lic past month, ar.d a fore- 
cast for the month that is to follow.

A PRINCE'S BAPTISM OF FIRE

I knew the prince well. On th«

PREVENTION OF HYDROPHOBIA.

With many person* dogn nnd hydra- 


phobia are closely associated mentally, 
and I recently rend an article in which 
the author spoke of the dotf as tlie 
"breeder of hydrophobia." The socie- 
ties wilf do (food by publishing actual 
statistics ami other details bearing on 
the nature of this dreaded disease. I 
have also read arguments for the com- 
plete extirpation of dogs, based on the 
fact that some sheep were worried. 
The plain preventive for rabies is the 
proper care and management of dogs; 
and for sheep-worrying-, the confine- 
ment of dogs at night, which would be, 
indeed, a prdper proceeding if no sheep 
existed. 


A roaming- dog is no more desirable 


than a hnnian tramp; but no one has 
advocated the destruction of the human 
race to get rid of tramps. In attempt- 
ing to spread sound views in regard to 
diseases that are common to man and 
our domestic animals, snch as rabies, 
indirectly ranch • information will bo 
given to the publiu abont the care of 
dogs, with a. view to avoiding condi- 
tions that stimulate this terrible mal- 
ady. 


The "mad dog-" of the streets is, we 


know, rarely rabid, and usually only 
needs a little judicious ami kindly as- 
sistance to restore him to health, ft is 
just al>out as reasonable to pounce on 
and kill a human being that falls in an 
epileptic- (it as the majority of the dogs 
that are attacked and killed by an ex- 
cited crowd.— 1'opnlar Science .Monthly.

Under the com- 
monwealth there was no court and no 
occasion for a poet laureate. After the 
restoration Dryden held the oftice, and 
he was followed by Shad well, Tate, 
Howe, Kusden, Cibber, \Vhilehead, War- 
ton and l»ye. The reader will see from 
this list how obscure many of the lau- 
reates have beceme.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

OCEAN 
CURRENTS EXPLAINED. 


Tliry Arr 
Discovery TVhlrh Shows that 


!>«« t<i llaroinrtiu I'rest 


Under the direction of T,ieut.-Com. 


Iliehardson Clover, the hydrographic 
office of the navy has made one of the 
most msmcntous discoveries 
in the 


whole annals of hydrograpky. 
It. is 


safe to say that the .seamen and meteor- 
ologists of the whole world will soon l>e 
discussing it. It has been discovered 
that the direction of the wind and also 
of all the great ocean current oloseiv 
conforms to the line of barometric 
pressure. Those lines, or curves, as 
they are generally called, seem in fact 
to suggest the Jlow of the great ocean 
currents of wind and waler. Knowing 
the conformation , of these barometric 
curves it is possible to predict the direc- 
tion of the winds for 
considerable 


periods and also to inform mariners in 
advance what changes in the How of 
the ocean currents may be expected.

ic office now takes its due place as the
